ago will tell yon that broken fingers, 
bone bruises, split palms and torn 
fin-g- er 
nails were everyday accidents aod 
that a player who showed the white 
feather 
was tabooed. 
Before gloves 
and masks were invented catchers had 
endless troubles. 
The old timers who 
dared to stand close behind the bats- 
men bad teeth knocked out and noses 
fractured by the foul tips that could 
not be avoided. 
Soon came a bablt of 
putting a piece of solid rubber 
in the 
mouth made in such a manner that it 
covered the lips and provided protec- 
tion for the teeth. 
It proved so 
effi 
cient 
that 
all 
the 
leading 
catchers 
adopted it. 
But even then it was dan- 
gerous to catch close up until James 
Tyng. the former Harvard 
player. 
In- 
vented the mask, a cumbersome affair 
with broad strips of flattened Iron that 
covered the face, but also partially

scured the backstop's vision. 
Then came the catcher's gloves, one 
for" each hand. 
These gloves were of 
light kid. with no Angers and little or 
no padding.

The first letters of 
these men's 
names in order spelled 
"Cabal," 
and the oddly coined word 
has ever since been used to describe 
any conspiracy against the state.

purposes 
Charles 
sold two 
English 
towns 
to 
France. 
He also 
accepted 
a 
large 
yearly sum of money from the French 
king (Louis XIV.) to act in that mon- 
arch's Interests. 
All this did not add 
to his popularity with his own people, 
who hated France. 
In 
1663 war broke 
out 
between 
England and Holland. 
A Dutch fleet 
invaded England, sailed up the 
Med-wa- y 
river as far as Chatham, destroy- 
ing everything in its path. 
London in 
1663 was swept by the plague and in 
1666 by fire.

all the Merry Monarch 
nursued 
his 
calm, blackguardly 
way;
